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In reply to the July 5, 2006 Election of Species Requirement, Applicant provisionally 
elects species A, with traverse . 

In further response to the Election of Species Requirement, Applicant respectfully 
asserts that at least claims 15-20 and 32-38 are generic. Furthermore, Applicant respectfully 
asserts that at least claims 15-23 and 32-41 read on the elected species. 

Applicant traverses the election of species requirement on the ground that the generic 
claims are not so broad as to place an undue burden on the Patent Office to search and 
examine the full scope of the claims. Rather, search and examination of the entire application 
could be conducted without undue burden on the Examiner, thus avoiding delay and expense 
to Applicant and the Office.
